N.  Sheats,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  of  Florida,  was  born  in 
Owiniiett  County,  Georgia,  March  5th,  1851. 
Through  the  vicissitudes  of  misfortune 
Iivriught  about  hy  tlie  civil  war,  and  having 
eai'ly  in  life  lost  his  father,  he  was  forced  to 
rely  upon  his  own  exertions  for  supiiort  and 
f'lr  eilucation. 

In  January,  181)7,  he  came  to  Columbia 
County,  Florida,  where  he  devoted  himself 
assiduously  to  farm  work.  By  hard  labor 
and  strict  economy,  he  laid  by  a few  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  he  had  resolved  to  set 
apart  for  his  education.  With  this  fund,  and 
by  Securing  canployrnent  during  vacations, 
he  was  enableil  to  sustain  liimself  for  more 
than  four  years  at  Kmory  College,  Georgia, 
and  graduated  with  distinguished  honor  in 
1S73.  lie  afterwards  tauglit  at  Thomasville 
and  Camilla,  Georgia,  and  was  engaged  as  a 
])rofessor  in  the  East  Florida  Seminary, 

< hiinesville,  Florida,  foi'  four  years.  In  1880 
h(>  was  elected  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Alachua  County,  Florida,  which 
I'osition  lie  Ijeid  for  twelve  j-eais,  greatly 
advancing  the  interests  of  the  scliools,  and 
lelnctantiy  leaving  it  when,  in  1892  he  was 
calleil  hy  the  almost  unanimous  voice  of  the 
peo])lc  to  the  State  Superiiitendency,  defeat- 
ing t lie  Populist  candidate  hy  a majority  of 
more  tlian  ol,tHlh.  Under  his  wise  leader- 
sliip,  Florida  will  soon  be  in  the  foremost 
ranks  of  the  States  of  the  Union  in  popular 
education  and  in  the  improvement  of  her 
school  system. 

Mr.  Sheats  was  a prominent  member  of 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1885, 
and  was  the  author  and  earnest  advocate, of 
some  of  the  leading  educational  features  of 
the  iiresent  constiiution.  To  his  wisdom 
and  foresight  is  due  that  portion  of  the  or- 
ganic law  which  lixed  the  minimum  and 
maximum  rates  of  county  assessments  for 
school  purposes.  This  provision  has  had 
much  to  ilo  with  the  improvement  of  the 
schools  and  with  the  wide  ditfusion  of 
knou  ledge  among  the  masses  in  the  State.
